RECENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 


Horace  Greeley  is  credited  with  saying, 
in  speaking  of  the  resumption  of  specie 
payments,  that  “  the  way  to  resume  is  to 
resume.” 

We  hear  a  great  deal  said  about  local 
improvements,  and  it  is  very  good  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  extent  of  the  interest'  felt  in 
the  subject,  but  it  must  not  be  allowed  to 
end  in  talk.  The  way  to  improve  is  to 
improve. 

Of  course  there  are  many  ways  in  which 
improvements  may  be  started  and  car¬ 
ried  to  completion,  and  it  requires  but  lit¬ 
tle  observation  to  see  that  there  is  a 
healthy  activity  throughout  the  village. 

The  Improvement  Association, of  which 
Dr.  Davis  is  president,  is  to  be  credited 
with  much  that  is  being  planned  and  ac¬ 
complished. 

Nearly  one  hundred  shade  trees  were 
set  out  in  the  meadow  land,  formerly 
Watsessing  Pond,  and  in  such  a  soil  it 
will  take  but  a  few  years  to  attain  a 
growth  which  will  quite  alter  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  that  approach  to  the  village. 

The  grading  of  the  Park,  too,  has 
reached  a  stage  where  the  result  can  be 
seen  to  justify  the  expense.  It  only  re¬ 
mains  for  the  Township  Committee  to 
order  the  removal  of  the  posts,  which 
were  >never  useful  and  have  ceased  to  be 
ornamental. 

We  wish  now  to  suggest  only  one  im¬ 
provement  in  the  appearance  of  our 
Streets,  but  it  is  so  simple,  and  yet  so 
greatly  adds  to  the  effect  of  a  pretty 
street,  that  attention  cannot  too  soon  be 
directed  to  it.  It  is  that  each  man  would 
see  to  it  that  the  grass  at  the  outer  edge 
of  his  sidewalk  and  next, to  the  gutter  be 
kept  trimmed  and  the  line  of  gutter  made 
distinct.  A  few  hours’  work  in  a  week 
would  do  this,  and  the  result  would  be 
most  pleasing.
